Anarchist Louis Ling * was v isited in the 
eouuly jail by Attorney 8. Zeisler in the aft­ 
ernoon at the request of Capt. lilack, for the 
purpose of obtaining from him a statement 
in reg ard to the bombs which were found in 
his ceil last 8undny, 
Liug g flatly denied to 
the attorney, who conv ersed with him in 
German, that he had placed any bombs in 
his cell, and declared that he did not know 
how 
they 
g ot 
there. 
Continuing , 
he 
said: 
“ I 
hav e, 
and 
do 
refuse 
to 
sig n any petition 
to the g ov ernor 
asking for a commutation of my sentence. 
I and a few others will surely hang , 
but I will not make a statement for the ben­ 
efit of those who hav e sig ned the petition. 
I hate them for the course they hav e taken, 
and would not ev en lift one of my fing ers to 
sav e them if I could.” At the conclusion of 
the interv iew this bloodthirsty Anarchist 
turned away in an unconcerned manner and 
coolly beg an whistling . 
Later Capt, Black, Attorney Zeisler and 
Professor W. M. Salter had an interv iew 
with Spies, Parsons and Fielden and obtained 
from them a written statement that none of 
them had anything to do with the bombs 
found in Ling g ’s cell 
Black then v isite l Parsons, Fischer and 
Eng el. 
In the presence of J ailer Folz, for 
the last time, for the purpose of inducing 
them to sig n the petition to Gov ernor Og les­ 
by asking for mercy.

Quite a number of friends of v a­ 
rious prison rs were on hand at the usual 
v isiting hour, but they were notified that the 
i heriff had issued orders abrog ating all g en 
oral v isiting priv ileg e until Monday of next 
week. 
Many of

v isitors 
who had 
broug ht with them baskets of clothes and 
chang es oi linen were disappointed, but there 
was no appeal from the decision and they 
were compelled to return home. 
The sev en 
condemned men who, under the sentence of 
the law hav e but three days of 1 ito remain­ 
ing to them, were late in arising , and, es­ 
pecially on the part of Spies and Parsons, 
there was a total absence of that cbMfful- 
noss of spirit which they hav e prev iously ex­ 
hibited alter a g ood nig ht’s rest. 
After breakfast the prisoners, with the ex­ 
ception of Ifing g , were taken into the ad­ 
joining corridor for a brief spell of exercise. 
Two stalwart turnkeys walked on each side 
of each man, and they were ^trictly forbid­ 
den to talk to each other. 
Fifteen minutes 
were thus occupied. 
Than the mou were re 
turned to their cells. 
Ten baskets ot g rapes, addressed to the con­ 
demned men, were receiv ed at the jail Mon­ 
day nig ht. 
They came from the Put-in-Bay 
v ineyards of J ohn Brown, J r., son cf the his­ 
toric Brown. 
The officials decided that if 
the prison rs wanted g rapes they could g et 
them i ia the restaurant, and the baskets of 
fruit will be g iv en to the relativ es if they 
choose to take them. 
Rev . R. W. Bolton 
was admitted to the jail ag ain Friday morn­ 
ing and sjient the day in an endeav or to in­ 
duce the sev en to turn their thoug hts to the 
prospects of a new and better life in a world 
abov e. 
Nina Van Zandt, who looked ev en more 
careworn arm depressed than Monday, came 
with the Lope of being able to g aze at her 
Aug ust throug h nine feet of space and two 
barred doors, and she was lifted to the sev ­ 
enth heav en when her alleg ed husband was 
broug ht down-stairs and allowed to * talk 
with her under surv eillance. 
None of the 
rest of the prisoners had any v isitors, and it 
is said that Mrs. Parsons has declared that 
she will make no further effort to see her 
husband, preferring to consider him as dead 
from this c<n.
